George B. Aughinbaugh, Gettysburg’s new patrolman, gave 
his resignation to Borough Council, Monday evening, at an ad­ 
journed meeting of that body, and it was accepted, effective im­ 
mediately. 
Burgess C. A. Heiges explained to council that Mr. Aughin­ 
baugh has been having trouble for some time with his legs and 
feet and that the work of regularly patrolling the streets was 
too strenuous for him to stand. 
The application of M. V. Fugitt was presented for the posi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Fugitt was also an applicant when Mr. Aughinbaugh 
was elected a week ago. 
The need of a second patrolman was 
discussed at length by the members of council and the recom­ 
mendations of the burgess for a second policeman were 
heard.

Negotiations Broken 
at 
New 
York; John L. Lewis Blames 
Operators For Failure.

New York, Jan. 12.—The anthracite 
joint conference which resumed ne­ 
gotiations December 29 adjourned to­ 
day without reaching settlement and 
without setting any date for renewal 
of negotiations. 
The conference had been hopelessly 
deadlocked over the principal of ar­ 
bitration. 
The operators insisted to the* end 
upon complete arbitration while the 
miners insisted that if they accepted 
any arbitration it should be so only 
on the basis of increasing wages and 
without any reduction. 
The proposition presented by 
the 
operators yesterday which they term ­ 
ed “the utmost concession” that could 
be made, rejected 
by the 
miners, 
clearly indicated that the negotiators 
had reached the end of their labors. 
However, so long as they remained in 
session there was hope th at a settle­ 
ment would be reached but today’s 
development showed the hopelessness 
of continuing.

MORE CATTLE ON 
FEED IN STATE 


Pennsylvania Bureau of Markets 
Issues Report on Number of 
Cattle on Feed in 2 
States. 


“Prince” Held 
Henry Puts Skates On 


An increase of 20,000 head of cattle 
on feed in eastern Pennsylvania and 
Maryland is indicated by the annual 
report of the Lancaster office of the 
Pennsylvania Bureau of Markets Is­ 
sued today. 
There are estimated to 
be 125,000 head of feeders on farms 
in the eighteen counties in this dis­ 
trict as compared with 105,000 in 
1924. 
Almost one-third of this num­ 
ber are on the fawns of Lancaster 
county, the estimate of 39,500 head 
beinff 4,500 more than in 1924. Many 
fanners who stayed out of the cattle 
feeding business the past two sea­ 
sons 
have returned and 
purchased 
their usual quantity and, in addition, 
a number of new buyers of feeder 
stock have 
entered the 
Lancaster 
market. 
There has been a noticeable im­ 
provement in the quality cf feeders 
purchased 
during the fall months 
with a strong leaning towards Cana­ 
dian stock of the better grade. 
This 
has been caused by the preference of 
buyer* for northern cattle and also 
by the fact that the quality of animals 
received frrnn Canadian points has 
been much improved over preceding 
years. 
Prices paid for feeders have 
been from $1.00 to $1.75 per hundred 
higher this season than last year, so 
that the returns to Canadian shippers 
have been much more satisfactory. 
During 1923 and 1924 the tendency 
to purchase animals of plain quality 
and light weight resulted in a decrease 
of fully 40'/f in the estimated gross 
weight of cattle on feed in this dis­ 
trict. 
It is expected that the gross 
weight this reason will increase from 
30r$ to 40'; over previous years or 
approximately the same as in 1922. 
The number of head received at the 
Lancaster market during the year in­ 
creased about 6,000 over 1924 al­ 
though the actual number of cars re­ 
ceived was yHghtly am a Her. 
This 
was largely due to the greater pro­ 
portion of feeder cattle received at 
the market, tjiere 
being large in­ 
creases from the St. Paul and Chicago 
yards and from Iowa and Canadian 
shipping points. Owing to the activ­ 
ities of eastern packers in stimulat­ 
ing shipments of fat stock directly to 
packing plants, there was a decided 
decrease in the receipts of livestock 
from Kentucky, Tennessee, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Virginia loading points dur­ 
ing the year.
